4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

There have been methods to detect soft errors in microprocessors for some time, 
such as the one taught by Jordan et al [U.S. 6,785,847]. However, there is no method 
or device that consists of a plurality of concatenated latch units with comparators, a 
parity bit latch connected to the comparator of a last one of the plurality of latch units in 
conjunction with a parity bit comparator in communication with the latch and comparator 
of the last one of the latch units for detecting a parity bit flip. This combination is 
considered novel and unobvious. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Richardson [U.S. 6,507,928] is a cache system with parity protection. 
Jamil et al [U.S. 6,543,028] detects and corrects corruption of soft errors. 
Quach [U.S. 6,640,313] is capable of operating in high reliability. 
Jamil et al [U.S. 6,658,621] corrects soft errors in a next instruction pointer. 
Batson et al [U.S. 6,760,881] combines refresh operation with parity validation.
